The bulletin considers the most 


common ways in which eyes are in- 
jured and describes safety appliancec 
which have been devised to reduce 
liability. Just how carelessness; tho 
contempt for danger which familiar- 
ity breeds; dullness, lack of alertness 
or stupidity; 
poor eyesight; 
poor 


lighting and poor sanitary conditions 
cause eye injury, is clearly described 


The bulletin lias been prepared by 


a specialist who speaks with, author- 
ity, but in language free from, tech- 
nical words and phrases. 


One cent invested in a post card 


might be the means of saving youi 
eyesight or that of a near relative or 
friend.

would be encountered in seeming 
one hundred or more. 


Several of those who have looked 


over tho property on tho river bank, 
where the Uiahmsleadt farm is lo- 
cated, expressed themselves as being 
very much in favor of the formation 
of the club, and seemed to be of tho 
opinion that it would bo a good thins 
for the cityjind that tha membership 
would increase rather than dimin- 
ish. 


No move toward a permanent or- 


ganization was made at the mooting 
held on Monday evening, E. W. Ellis 
acting as chairman of the meeting 
and E. B. Rodford as secretary. 
Af- 


ter the members have signed up it is 
proposed to hold a meeting and effect 
a permanent organization, and then 
go ahead with the work. 
There is 


litt'ie question but what the required 
number of members will be secured 
and that tho organization will be 
perfected. 
It ds proposed to sell 


memberships at $50 each, with a 
yearly due of $35.

In tho cir- 
cu'lar a dig is taken at Henry Ford 
because he is using so much of the 
hickory of the country 
to inako 


wheels out of, and another at the 
people o£ tho old country because 
they aro using BO much of the Mack 
walnut for gun stocks. 


The effort of this association to 


save tho trees of the country is a 
most laudable one, and while they 
may have started a trifle late, it in 
better late than never. 
However, 


there are many other varieties of 
trees in the country that aro fully as 
valuable as those of the nut bearing 
varieties, and it would bo just as 
much to the advantage of tho public 
in general if something were done 
along the 
lines of conservation. 


Timber is of very little value when 
you have lots of it, and it is a mighty 
costly proposition after it is all gone 
and you can't get any of it. 
Men 


have been preaching for many years 
that the time would come when the 
country would be stripped of timber, 
and attempts havo been made to have 
the farmers save at least a wood lot 
on their premises, and while thens 
have been cases where the preaching 
did some good, there are many others 
where nothing was accomplished. 


After the timber has been cut Irom 


the country and it Is necessary to 
plant it and raise it tho same as any 
other crop, then the public will ap- 
preciate the value of it, and it is 
probable that very 'little can bo done 
before then by missionary work.

Well it Is up to the sam- 
pler to get a llttlo moisture, into his 
tube, If It ia a warm dny a few drops 
of aweat may bo gathered by a scrape 
of the back of your hand. Every.drop 
Is worth its weight In gold n hundred 
tlmea to the refinera. It would aurprlse 
you to learn how cleverly tho sampler 
learns to spit a bit of tobacco juice 
into his tube. 
You have worked on 


the docks for a long time. You never 
saw It done, did you? But thoy were 
at it all the time, I bet the govern- 
ment has paid n million dollars for to- 
bacco Juice In the last ton years. Cun- 
ningham, here, has grown fat eating 
tobacco."

ture, and that that portion of it which 
is exposed does so. The sugar near 
the outside came in contact with the 
air which contained moisture, while 
that on the inside did not. The 
refiners were, of course, aware of 
this tendency. But the important con- 
clusion from the viewpoint of Billy 
Gard was that the government sam- 
plers were doing their work in such 
a way as to favor the importers. Here 
might be a leak that was very im- 
portant.

'If the tempera I ui-o was not sinking fast, perhaps 
the randier went to hod for n brief imp, sotting his, 
alarm clock to wake him Tit intervals through 'the" 
night. Nowadays he can go to bed with n feeling 
of security, leaving the.frost alarm thermometer 
to watch fur him. This electric wntchnmn-hns for 
Us business etui In tho orchard' a specially made 
thermometer, with a fine platinum wire fused into 
tho mercury at the freezing point or nt whatever 
ie considered tho danger point. As. soon us the 
mercury sinks below (his wire, the circuit is broken 
nnd the alarm at tho head of the orchard boss' 
hod rings out Its warning. Any Interruption of 
tho current causes the boll to ring so that if the 
apparatus should be put out of order It automat- 
ically tells on Itself. 


But tho orchardlst is usually forewarned, oven 


before ho goes to bed, and nmkes ready1, for the 
fray. Lato In the*nfternoon he notices great fleecy

It is a remarkable fact, confirmed 


by 
many 
observations that many 


physicians who.have devoted consid- 
erable labor to the study of a particu- 
lar disease have themselves died of 
that disease. 
One of the most in- 


'tercsting examples is that of John 
Daniel Major, born August 16, 1634, 
in Breslau, a physician and natural- 
ist of no mean ability. 
Bitten early 


by the wanderlust, he studied at Wit- 
ten burg, took courses at many of 
tho schools in Germany, and finally 
went to Italy, where he received the 
degree 
of 
doctor of medicine at 


Padua in 
1GGO. 
Returning to. his 


own country, he resided for a short 
time in Silesia, and in 1661 married 
at Wittenburg, Margaret'Dorothy, a 
daughter of the celebrated Sennert. 
The following year hi? young wiffc 
was stricken with plaguo and died 
after an illness of eight days. 
Dis- 


tracted by this, loss, Major wandered 
up and down Europe studying plague 
wherever he found it in the hope that 
he might discover a cure for the dis- 
ease which had bereaved him. Spain, 
Germany, France and Russia were 
visited by him. He settled in 1665 in 
Kiel, where he was made professor 
of botany and the director of the 
botanical gardens. He made frequent 
voyages, however, always in quest of 
the remedy for plague. 
Finally iu 


1003, he was called to Stockholm to 
treat the queen of Charles XI, then 
H with plague. 
But before he could 


render her any service, he contracted 
the disease and died on the 3rd^ of 
August. 


The bubonic plague 
of today is 


identical with the black death of the 
niddle ages. 
Primarily a disease of 


rodents'caused by a short dumb-Cell 
shaped microscopic 
vegetable, 
tho 


pest bacillus,-it occurs in man 
in 


three forms; tho pneumonia, which 
has a death rate' of almost 100 per 
cent; the septicaemic, which is nearly 
as fatal,- and the bubonic, in which 
even with,the most modern methods 
of treatment the mortality is about 
SO per cent. It is a disease of com- 
merce, spreading around the globe 
in tho body of the ship-borne rat. It 
is 
estimated 
that 
every 
case of 


human plaguo costs the'municipality 
in which it occurs at least $7,500. 
This does not take into account the 
enormous 
loss 
duo to disastrous 


quarantine 
and 
the 
commercial 


paralysis which the fear of the dis- 
uise so frequently produces. 


Tho disease is now treated by a 


serum discovered through the genius 
of Yersin. This is used in much the 
same way as diphtheria antitoxin. 


Plague is transferred 
from the 


of plague bacilli in its blood. -The 
blood is taken by the flea which, 
leaving the sick rat, seeks refuge 
and sustenance on .the body of a 
human being to whom it transfers 
the infection. 


Since plague is a disease of ro- 


dents and since it is carried from 
sick rodents to well men by rodent 
fleas, safety from disease lies in the 
exclusion of rodents, not only exclu- 
sion from the habitatioirof man but 
also from the ports and cities of the 
world. Those wh oclwell in rat-proof 
surroundings take no' plague. 
Not 


only should man dwell in rat-proof 
surroundings, but he should also live 
in rat-free surroundings. 
Tho day 


is passed when the rodent served a 
useful purpose as the unpaid 
city 


scavenger. Rats will not come whore 
there is no food for them. 
Municipal 


cleanliness may be regarded as a 
partial 
insurance against 
plague. 


Tho prayer that no plaguo come nigh 
our dwelling is best answered, how- 
ever, by rat-proofing the habitations 
of man. Modern sanitary 
science 


has evolved a simple and 
efficient 


weapon against the pestilence which 
walketh in darkness and striketh at 
noonday, and the U. S. Public Health 
Service has put this knowledge into 
practical operation and thus speedily 
eradicated plague wherever 
it has 


appeared in the United States.

It takes ^ome- 
vUiat more luhor tli.iii the last mentioned proce-s, 
but Ihe s'lticfactioii and the profits ot 'heating all 
outdoors" are sin passingly greater, frost insur- 
ance for the f i u i t ciup is now just as practicable, 
just as certain, mid vastly moie profitable for the 
money expended than either fire or life insurance. 


Insuianre bj fire for the tnut giovvei makes 


vastb gieater profits at a much smaller expense 
than insurance against tiie does for tlm mcrclmut 
or rmumfnctum. The little outdoor oil stoves and 
coal furnaces that have been sold bj the millions to 
orchard owners in the last yea- and a half have 
banished from the tiilit grower that annual early 
spiine nenous prostration from fear ol fiost; that 
periodic, paiuljmng feai that he ninj fjo to bed at 
night and awaken to find his whole >ear's labor 
dulled to death b.v a sudden fiost. The cumulative 
despair ot losing three or four fruit crops in suc- 
cession that has put tmit growers out of business 
and made them dependent on chanty or clay labor 
is past. An 01 chard with a reasonablj industrious 
anel provident owner can be made to jield an aver- 
age crop every season so fill us the frost Is con- 
cerned. 
Scientific frost fighting with hre is us 


much a fact as seed testing, irrigation, fertilizing, 
spraying 01 pinning. It is the last and greatest 
advance In systematic horticultme, and 1ms placed 
the fruit glower abreast of the scientific farmer. 


Since the beginning of commercial horticulture, 


the fruit grower has been at the mercy of the ele- 
ments. He made all his calculations, all Ins plans, 
all his business arrangements contingent on the 
hope that the fiost would miss him. And before 
the development of orchard heating the chances 
against him were getting worse in the trost belt. 
In the modem, conimeicial orchard, the.land, ma- 
chinery, labor, sprajing equipment and cultivation 
total as heavy an investment as many manufactur- 
ing enteiprises. And when two or tluee crops in 
succession were wiped out by frost, the average 
grower was completely bankrupt. 


Smudging, or the formation of a dense blanket 


of smoke over the orchard, had been practiced with 
varjing degrees of success in some parts of Europe. 
Orchard heating proper was first used in Califor- 
nia, and the original California smudge pot is still 
successfully employed in many orchards. In the 
spring of 1010 several growers in the Grand valley 
of Colorado e\peiimented with the burning of oil 
in simple pots of the "lard pall" type, with the 
result that they saved their entire ciop on the heat- 
ed amis' and lost it on the unheated tracts. The 
spring of 1911 saw tho adoption of the smudge pots 
on every fruit section of the state, and they 
reached the e\pei m«ental stage in several other 
states. In the spring of 101-li there was not a fruit 
growing state without them, and many sections 
of several states were as fully equipped us Colo- 
rado. 
I 


Krost fighting is not an easy job. It is neces- 


sary to have a force fit men, industrious and care- 
ful and observing to the last degree. And it is no 
pleasant ta«k to nish out into the still, ceild dark- 
ness to drudge the better part of the night to save 
your own or jour neighbor's orchard. In the early 
days of orchard heating, a man was detailed to, 
watch the tested thermometers that were hung in 
different parts of the orcnuid and at the farm- 
house some distance awa.v from the fruit trees. 
If the temperature was not sinking fast, perhaps 
the rancher went to bed for a brief nap, setting his 
alarm clock to wake him at intervals through the 
night. Now adays he can go to bed with a feeling 
of security, leaving the frost alarm thermometer 
to \Mitch tor him. This electric watchman has for 
its business end in the 01 chard a specially made 
thermometer, with a fine platinum wire tused into 
the mercury at the freezing point or at whatever 
is considered the danger point. As soon as the 
mercury sinks below this wire, the circuit is broken 
and the alaim nt the head of the orchard boss' 
bed rings out its warning. Any interruption of 
the current causes the bell to ring so that if the 
apparatus should be put out of order it automat- 
ically tells on itself. 


But the orchnrdist is usually forewarned, even 


before he goes to bed, and makes ready for the 
fray. Late in the«f ternoon he notices great fleecy

"Bitter lold all over the country; temperature is 
already down to^hirty-seven in many parts of the 
valley and will drop to twenty degrees on the 
western slope of Colorado tonight." 
By eight 


o'clock It has fallen to 32, his ulaim begins to ring 
and he knows that King Frost with his icy-fingered 
warriors Is marching on the camp. Steam whistles 
nre beginning to shriek all through the valley to 
warn the growers of the all-night siege. 
Farm 


wagons laden with.conl and oil lattle past, giving 
evidence that the laggards who have been honing 
to the last, nre beginning to get their heating ma- 
chinery into action. Already the early on«s aie 
firing heavily. Clouds of smoke hang low over the 
tiees, and the little spots of fire beneath punctuate 
the blackness with rays of hope. 


The orchard firemen dash tor the trees, a torch 


in one hand, and a gasoline can to aid m quick 
lighting in the other. Dashing a few drops of gaso- 
line on the oil, they apply the torch, and the blu'/.e 
is nt work. The lighting is done as fast as the 
men can walk thiongh the orchard, leaving a trail 
of sniolii? and lire behind them. 
In fifteen min- 


utes eacli man has his tract of orchaid transformed 
into a sen of flume under a iloud of smoke. 


Then comes the first period of rest. The men 


gather m the packing house or barn, for lunch or 
smoke, making occasional trips to the Uieiniome- 
tprs to see thnt the fire is doing its work. By 0 :30 
o'clock the theimomaters outside the orchard reg- 
istei 28, and those in the area of heat show a coin- 
lot table 37. Then the frost fighters know that the, 
battle is half won, for keeping up the temperature 
is a good deal eas-ier than raising it when it luis 
once leaihed tho limit. The rest i.s a matter of 
vigilance. It' the heater Is of the regulated type, 
with enough fuel to burn through the night or 
longei, a few men are left to watch and open 
the burners wider if a later sudden fall of tempera- 
ture shows that more fire is needed. If the heaters 
are of the uniform single-burner type, they may 
need to be refilled when they are nearly burned out, 
if the frost battalion should come back for another 
charge. The outside thermometers drop to 24, and 
those in the orchard stand at 30, the danger mark 
of the orchard frost fighter. The heaters are 
opened wider, or refilled if burning low, and the 
mercury shoots up to 33. The eight degrees of 
frost has been driven away, and if the oil supply is 
plentiful, and the labor unflagging, the orchardist 
may noxy consider the battle won. When the sun 
has shed his rays over the trees long enough to 
make the outside temperature more nearly that of 
the orchard, the heaters are shut off by merely 
putting on the covers. 


Heating in the spring of 1011 was much easier 


than that of the year before, and proved more con- 
flusively than ever the eftectiveness of the fires. 
The crop in the Colorado fruit area for 1911 aver- 
aged about 05 per cent. The unheated orchards 


Melded J i o m '20 in 75 pei cent of a crop, while the 
vlclcl ot tho protected orchards was fiom % to 100 
per cent, so heavy that thinning was necessary in 
inanv of them. 


Individual testimony to the pfllelrncy of orchard 


healing in every fruit growing state could he multi- 
plied Indefinitely. 
Fruit crops valued at $250 to 


ItiTTO an acre were fieffiieiilly saved at a cost of 
SPXOII to ten dollars an acre 
One Colorado grow- 


er, for instance, w i t h ~)0 heateis to the acre raised 
the temperature ol His 40-acre orchaid fiom 18 to 
2S degrees and produced 41 cailonds of apples. 


One of the most remarkable stoi les of heater suc- 


cess comes, from Missouri. A. 240-acre 01 chard lo- 
™ted in n deep vnlloj had suffeied severely fiom 
frost every jear and hud not produced a full crop 
for 14 years 
Against the advice of all vvise-ncies 


two brothers from Kansas City bought It, and 
equipped it with 0,000 heaters of the controlled 
or graduated type. With 35 or 40 pots to the acre, 
the filing was done for four niphts at the time the 
apples were In bloom. They harvested a crop of 
15,000 barrels, valued at $43,000, and It was the 
only crop in that fruit-growing territory. The net 
profit on eaPh acre approximated $200. 


The first cost of Installing an oil-heating plant 


Is higher than for a coal or wood outfit, but the 
results In time saved and efficiency gained have 
made it the most popular fuel. 
Oil can be ob- 


tained in quantity at prices ranging from four to 
seven cents a gallon and it makes a quick, strong 
and easily controlled heat. One man can care for 
from three lo five acres of orchard for four or five 
hours and tins is about as long as it will be neces- 
sary to bum under ordinary frost conditions. The 
prices of the oil heaters range fiom twelve cents 
for a simple "laid-pail" tvpe to 45 cents for one 
of: the controlled fire-area type, holding there gal- 
lons and burning at full capacity for ten or twelve 
hours, or even longer if regulated for a smaller 
blaze.

It takes some- 
wlutt more I a ho r than the last mentioned process, 
but tin- satisfaction and the profits of "heating ail 
outdoors" are surpassingly greater. Frost insur- 
ance for the fruit crop is now just ns practicable, 
just as certain, and vastly more, profitable for the 
inoiify expended llian either flre or life insurance. 


Jnstinmc..- by fire for the fruit grower makes 


vastly greater profits at a much snmllei' expense 
thnn liisui'Miifre against fire does for the merchant 
or manufacturer. The little outdoor oil stoves and 
coal furnaces that have been sold hy the millions to 
orchard owners in the last yea1.- and ft half have 
banished from the fruit grower that annual early 
spring nervous prostration from fear of frost; that 
periodic, paralyzing fear that he may go TO bed at 
night and awaken to find his whole year's labor 
chilled to death by n sudden frost. The cumulative 
despair of losing three or four fruit crops in suc- 
cession that has put fruit growers out of business 
nnd made them dependent on charity or day labor 
is past. An orchard with a reasonably industrious 
and provident owner can be made to yield an aver- 
age crop every season so far as the frost is con- 
cerned. 
Scientific frost lighting with tire is us. 


much a fact as seed testing, irrigation, fertilizing, 
spraying or pruning. It is the last and greatest 
ndva'nce in systematic horticulture, and lias placed 
the fruit grower abreast of the scientist1 farmer. 


Since Hie beginning, of commercial'horticulture, 


the fruit grower Jias been at the mercy of the ele- 
ments, lie made all his calculations, all his plans, 
all liis business arrangements contingent on the 
hope that the frost would miss him. And before 
the development of orchard heating the chances 
against him were getting worse in the frost belt. 
In the modern, commercial orchard, the-land, ma- 
chinery, labor, spraying equipment and cultivation 
total as heavy an investment us many manufactur- 
ing enterprises. And when two or three crops in 
succession were wiped out by frost, the average 
grower was completely bankrupt. 


Smudging, or the formation of a dense blanket 


of smoke over the orchard, lutd been practiced with 
varying degrees-of success.in some parts of Europe. 
Orchard heating proper was first used in Califor- 
nia, nnil the original California smudge pot is still 
successfully employed in many orchards. 
In the 


spring of I'.HO several growers In the Grand valley 
of Colorado experimented -with 'the burning of oil 
in simple pots of the "lard pail" type, with th3 
result that they saved tlielr entire crop on the heat- 
ed areaS and lost it on the unheated' tracts. The 
spring of lini saw the adoption of the, smudge pots 
on everv fruit section of Hie state, and they 
readied "(ho experimental s1.age in several other 
states 
In the spring of IDUi there was not a fruit 


growing state without them, and many sections 
of several states were us fully equipped as Colo- 


Frost fighting is not an easy job. 
It is neces- 


sary to have a force of men. industrious and care- 
ful nnd observing to the last degree. And it is no 
pleasant tusk to rush out into the still, cold dark- 
ness to drudge the better part of the night to save 
your own or your neighbor's orchard. In the early 
davs of ore-hard heating, a man was detailed to, 
watch the tested thermometers that were hung In 
different parts of the orchard and at the farm- 
house some distance nwuy from the truit trees. 
If the temperature was not sinking fast, perhaps 
the rancher went to bed for a brief nap, setting his 
alarm clock to wake him at intervals through the 
night. Nowadays he can go to bed with a feeling 
of security, leaving the frost alarm thermometer 
to watch for him. This electric watchman has for 
its business end in the orchard a specially made 
thermometer, with a tine platinum wire fused into 
the mercury at the freezing point or at whatever 
is considered the danger point. As soon as the 
mercury sinks below this wire, the circuit is broken 
nnd the alarm at the head of the orchard boss 
bed rings out its warning. Any interruption of 
the current causes the bell to ring so that if the 
apparatus should be put out of order it automat- 
icallv tells on itself. 
But the orchardist is usually forewarned, even 


before he goes to lied, and makes ready for the

plomls hurrying from the norfhwesr. chased hy a 
hitter \viud wl'iith see.nis to have been intended 
for January, ralher than this April night. He goes 
to the post office for the day's mail and in every 
window sees the warning of the diligent local gov- 
ernment weather forecast: "Freezing temperature 
tonight" By seven o'clock the government ther- 
mometer is at 87 nnd falling fast. As 7:30 o'clock 
lie telephones the weather 111:111 and gets the reply: 
"Bitter cold nil over the country; temperature is 
already down to .thirty-seven in many parts of the 
valley and will drop to twenty degrees on the 
western slope of Colorado tonight." 
By eight 


o'clock it has fallen to 32, his alarm begins to ring 
and he knows that King Frost with his icy-fingered 
warriors is marching on the camp. Steam whistles 
are beginning to shriek all through the valley to 
wnrn the -growers of the all-night siege. 
Farm 


wagons laden with .coal and oil rattle past, giving 
evidence that the laggards who have been hoping 
to the last, are beginning to get their heating ma- 
chinery into action. Already the early onos are 
firing iieavilv. Clouds of smoke hang low over the 
trees, and the little spots of fire beneath punctuate 
the blackness -with rays of hope. 


The orchard firemen dash for the trees, a torch 


in one hand, and a gasoline can to aid in quick 
lighting in the other. Dashing a few drops of gaso- 
line oil the oil. they apply the torch, and the blaze 
is at work. The lighting is done as fast as the 
men can walk through the orchard, leaving a trail 
of sruokvf and fire behind them. 
In fifteen min- 


utes each man lias his tract of orchard transformed 
into a sea of flame under a cloud of smoke. 


Then comes the first period of rest. The men 


"ather in the packing house or barn, for lunch or 
smoke, making occasional trips to the thermome- 
ters to see that the fire is doing its work. By 0:80 
o'clock the thermometers outside the orchard reg- 
ister 28, and those in the area of heat show a com- 
fortable 37. Then the frost fighters know that the, 
battle is half won, for keeping up the temperature 
is a good deal easier than raising it when it has 
once reached the limit. The rest is a matter of 
vigilance. If the heater is of the regulated type, 
with enough fuel to burn through the night or 
longer, a few men are left to watch and open 
the burners wider if n later sudden fall of tempera- 
ture shows that more fire is needed. If the heaters 
are of the uniform single-burner type, they may 
need to be refilled when they are nearly burned out, 
if the frost battalion should come back for another 
charge. The outside thermometers drop to 24, and 
those in the orchard stand at 30, the danger mark 
of the orchard frost fighter. 
The heaters are 


opened wider, or refilled if burning low, and the 
mercury shoots up to 33. The eight degrees of 
frost has been driven away, and if the oil supply is 
plentiful, and the labor unflagging, the orchardist 
may no\y consider-the battle won. When the sun 
has shed his rays over the trees long enough to 
make the outside temperature more nearly that of 
the orchard, the heaters are shut off by merely 
-putting on the covers. 


Heating in the spring of 1011 was much easier 


than that of the year before, and proved more con- . 
clu.sively than ever the effectiveness of the fires. 
The crop in the Colorado fruit area for 1911 aver- 
aged about 55 per cent. The unheated orchards 


yielded from 1!0 to 7.") per cent of a crop, while the 
yield of the protected orchards was from H." to 1OO 
per cent, so heavy that thinning was necessary in 
many of them. 


Individual testimony to the efficiency of orchard 


heating in every fruit growing state could lie multi- 
plied indefinitely. 
Fruit crops valued at S'-fiO to 


¥751) an acre were frequently saved at a cost of 
seven to ten dollars an acre. 
One Colorado grow- 


er, for instance, with f,0 heaters to the acre raised 
tin- temperature of Ills 40-acre orchard from 18 to 
28 degrees and produced 41 carloads of apples. 


One of the most remarkable stories of heater suc- 


cess comes from Missouri. A 24(l-acre orchard lo- 
cated in a deep valley had suffered severely from 
frost every year and had not. produced a full crop 
for 14 years'. Against ihe advice of all wise-acres, 
two brothers from Kansas City bought it, and 
equipped it with O.tXK) heaters of tho controlled 
or graduated type. With 35 or 40 pots to the acre, 
the tiring was done for four nights at the time the 
apples were in bloom. They Inn-vested a crop of 
jr>.(XX> barrels, valued at $45,000, and it was the 
on'ly crop in that fruit-growing territory. The net 
profit on each acre approximated 5'JOO. 


The first cost of installing an oil-heating plant 


is higher than for a coal or wood outfit, but the 
results In time saved and efficiency gained have 
made it the most popular fuel. 
Oil can be ob- 


tained in quantity at prices ranging from four to 
seven cents a gallon, and it makes a quick, strong 
and easily controlled heat. One man can care for 
from three to live acres of orchard for four or five 
hours and this is about as long as it will be neces- 
sary to burn under ordinary frost conditions. The 
prices of the oil heaters range from twelve cents 
for a simple "lard-pail" type to 45 cents for one 
of the controlled fire-area type, holding there gal- 
lons and burning at full capacity for ten or twelve 
hours, or even longer if regulated for a smaller 
blnxe.

It is a remarkable fact, confirmed 


by 
many 
observations that many 


physicians who have devoted consid- 
erable labor to the study of a particu- 
lar disease have themselves died of 
that disease. 
One of the most in- 


teresting examples is that of John 
Daniel Major, born August 16, 1634, 
in Breslau, a physician and natural- 
ist of no mean ability. Bitten early 
by the wanderlust, he studied at Wit- 
tenburg, took courses at many of 
the schools in Germany, and finally 
went to Italy, where he received the 
degree 
of 
doctor of medicine at 


Padua in 1660. 
Returning to. his 


own country, he resided for a short 
time in Silesia, and in 3661 married 
at Wittenburg, Margaret'Dorothy, a 
daughter of the celebrated Sennert. 
The following year hip young wife 
was stricken with plague and died 
after an illness of eight days. Dis- 
tracted by this, loss, Major wandered 
up and down Europe studying plague 
wherever he found it in the hope that 
he might discover a cure for the dis- 
ease which had bereaved him. Spain, 
Germany, France and Russia were 
visited by him. He settled in 1665 in 
Kiel, where he was made professor 
of botany and the director of the 
botanical gardens. He made frequent 
voyages, however, always in quest of 
the remedy for plague. 
Finally in 


16S3, 
he was called to Stockholm to 


treat the queen ot Charles XI, then 
ill with plague. But before he could 
render her any service, he contracted 
the disease and died on the 3rd of 
August. 


The bubonic plague of today is 


identical with the black death of the 
middle ages. Primarily a disease of 
rodents caused by a short dumb-Gell 
shaped microscopic vegetable, the 
pest bacillus, it occurs in man in 
three forms; the pneumonia, which 
has a death rate of almost 100 per 
cent; the septicaemic, which is nearly 
as fatal, and the bubonic, in which 
even with,the most modern methods 
of treatment tho mortality is about 
50 per cent. It is a disease of com- 
merce, spreading around the globe 
in the body of the ship-borne rat. It 
is estimated that every case of 
human plague costs the'municipality 
in which it occuis at least $7,500. 
This does not take into account the 
enormous 
loss 
due to disastrous 


quarantine 
and 
the 
commercial 


paralysis which the fear of the dis1- 
ease so frequently produces. 


The disease is now treated by a 


serum discovered through the genius 
of Yersin. This is used in much the 
same way as diphtheria antitoxin. 


Plague is transferred from the 


of plague bacilli in its blood. -The 
blood is taken by the flea which, 
leaving the sick rat, seeks refuge 
and sustenance on the body of a 
human being to whom it transfers 
the infection. 


Since plague is a disease of ro- 


dents and since it is carried from 
sick rodents to well men by rodent 
fleas, safety from disease lies in the 
exclusion of rodents, not only exclu- 
sion from the habitation'of man but 
also from the ports and cities of the 
world. Those wh odwell in rat-proof 
surroundings take no plague. 
Not 


only should man dwell in rat-proof 
surroundings, but he should also live 
in rat-free surroundings. 
The day 


is passed when the rodent served a 
useful purpose as the unpaid city 
scavenger. Rats will not come where 
there is no food for them. 
Municipal 


cleanliness may he regarded 
as a 


partial 
insurance 
against 
plague. 


The prayer that no plague come nigh 
our dwelling is best answered, how- 
ever, by rat-proofing the habitations 
of man. 
Modern sanitary 
science 


has evolved a simple and 
efficient 


weapon against the pestilence which 
walketh in darkness and striketh at 
noonday, and the U. S. Public Health 
Service has put this knowledge into 
practical operation and thus speedily 
eradicated 
plague wherever it has 


appeared in the United States.

It is a remarkable fact, confirmed j 


by 
many 
observations that many | 


physicians who have devoted consid- j 
erable labor to the study of a particu- j 
lar disease have themselves died of , 
that disease. 
One of the most in- ' 


teresting examples is that of John 
Daniel Major, born August 16, 1G34, 
in Breslau, a physician and natural- 
ist of no mean ability. Bitten early 
by the wanderlust, he studied at Wit- 
tenburg, took courses at many of 
the schools in Germany, and finally 
went to Italy, where he received the 
degree 
of 
doctor of medicine at 


Padua in 16GO. 
Returning to. his 


own country, he resided for a short 
time in Silesia, and in 1G61 married 
at Wittenburg, Margaret'1 Dorothy, a 
daughter of the celebrated Sennert. 
The following year his young wife 
was stricken with plague and died 
after an illness of eight days. Dis- 
tracted by this, loss, Major wandered 
up and down Europe studying plague 
wherever he found it in the hope that 
he might discover a cure for the dis- 
ease which had bereaved him. Spain, 
Germany, France and Russia were 
visited by him. He settled in 1GG5 
in 


Kiel, where he was made professor 
of botany and the director of the 
botanical gardens. He made frequent 
voyages, however, always in quest of 
the remedy for plague. 
Finally in 


1G03, he was called to Stockholm to 
treat the queen of Charles XI, then 
ill with plague. 
But before he coulo' 


render her any service, he contracted 
the disease and died on the 3rd_ of 
August. 
The bubonic plague of today is 


identical with the black death of the 
middle ages. 
Primarily a disease of 


rodents caused by a short dumb-Bell 
shaped microscopic vegetable, the 
pest bacillus, it occurs in man in 
three forms; the pneumonia, which 
has a death rate of almost 100 per 
cent; the septicaemic, which is nearly 
as fatal,- and the bubonic, in which 
even with,the most modern methods 
of treatment the mortality is about 
50 per cent. It is a disease of com- 
merce, spreading around the globe 
in the body of the ship-borne rat. 
It 


is 
estimated 
that 
every 
case of 


human plague costs the'municipality 
in which it occurs at least $7,500. 
This does not take into account the 
enormous 
loss 
due to 
disastrous 


quarantine 
and 
the 
commercial 


paralysis which the fear of the dis- 
ease so frequently produces. 


The disease is now treated by a 


serum discovered through the genius 
of Yersin. 
This is used in much the 


same way as diphtheria antitoxin. 


Plague is transferred 
from the 


of plague bacilli in its blood. -The 
blood is taken by the flea which, 
leaving the sick rat, seeks refuge 
and sustenance on the body of a 
human being to whom it transfers 
the infection. 


Since plague is a disease of ro- 


dents and since it is carried 
from 


sick rodents to well men by rodent 
fleas, safety from disease lies in the 
exclusion of rodents, not only exclu- 
sion from the habitation-of man hut 
also from the ports and cities of the 
world. Those wh odwell in rat-proof 
surroundings take no plague. 
Not 


only should man dwell in rat-proof 
surroundings, but he should also live 
in rat-free surroundings. 
The day 


is passed when the rodent served a. 
useful purpose as the unpaid 
city 


scavenger. Rats will not come where 
there is no food for them. _Municipal 
cleanliness 
may be regar'ded as a 


partial 
insurance 
against 
plague. 


The prayer that no plague come nigh 
our dwelling is best answered, how- 
ever, by rat-proofing the habitations 
of man. 
Modern sanitary science 


has evolved a simple and 
efficient 


weapon against the pestilence which 
walketh in darkness and strlketh at 
noonday, and the U. S. Public Health 
Service has put this knowledge into 
practical operation and thus speedily 
eradicated plague wherever it has 
appeared in the United States.

Tested with figures or pictures, they 
may pass the. standard, but the let- 
'ters of the alphabet, when strung to-, 
gether to form words, convey no mean- 
Ing to them. 
The effect Is due to a 


want of association of the brain cen- 
ters. 
The defect is usually .mistaken 


at first to indicate defective eyesight, 
but this Is not so. 
It Is'.noteworthy 


that those same children may show 
considerable ease In reading figures, 
even money sums. 
To teach these 


children to read, words must not he 
taken letter by letter,, but as a whole, 
the word "cut" must be taken not as 
"c-a-t," equals cat, but the whole 
thing must be the sign for.cat. The 
method Is known as the "look and say" 
plan, and by Its aid It is possible to. 
teach the child to read.

or should give considerable attention 
to the question of washing tho cans 
before they are returned. If tho cans 
are allowed lo go back unwashed to 
the furmer, It i« a very difficult task 
for him, with his limited facilities, 
to clean them. 


In a circular letter recently Hont 


to milk dealers by tho Dairy Division 
of the, department, it was pointed out 
that bacterial counts made from cans 
which had been washed and rinsed 
In the ordinary manner showed that 
there were from .'100,000 to 18,000,- 
000 bacteria In each can, with an 
average of 4,000,000. 
If ten gallons 


of milk were put Into one of those 
cans there would bo added more than 
100 bacteria to each cubic centimeter 
of tho milk, 
That Js to say, this is 


the least number that would bo add- 
ed. 
Whereas, It was pointed out, 


with a little steaming these .same 
catiK coulii have boon rendered prac- 
tically stfrllo, 


One dealer who recently Installed 


a modern washing machine employed 
a bacteriologist to test the results. 
II; was found that loss than 200,000 
bacteria were In a can, and among 
them were no undesirable typos, Bac- 
terial counts of cuns treated' by a 
less elllcUmt steaming device which 
this dealer had formerly employed 
ran as high aft 20,000,000 bacteria 
to tho can, including HOIUO undesir- 
able kinds. 


There are a number of different 


types of cleaning machines on the 
market. 
The aim of all tlio efficient 


ones, ho'.vovor, is the thorough clean- 
sing with washing powder and water, 
rinsing, sterilization with steam, and 
rapid drying, 
After this tho can 


should be covered and kept from con- 
tamination. 


One of tho simplest of tho ma- 


chines Is a jot device, by moans of 
which sprays of co'id and hot water 
and-of steam are successively forced 
Into the can. Tills typo la also eciulp- 
ped sometimes witli a drying attach- 
ment by means of which u draft of 
dry air In forced Into tho tho can. 
Another typo is tho brush machine, 
In 
which cans uro 
brushed 
with 


washing powder and water and then 
rinsed. 
After washing they may bo 


steamed by a spray of steam. Some 
of tho largest machines aro ilttod 
with a powerful pump, tho cans in an 
Inverted po.sl tlon bolrig run thru tho 
machine and sprays of soap and wat- 
er rinsn water, hot water, and steam 
successively forced into them under 
considerably 
pressure, 
They 
aro 


then dried Jn the same -machine. 


The drying of tho cans is .an im- 


portant factor, for It not only leaves 
them In a much bettor condition, but 
It tondhi to prevent rust. 
Tho cover 


also must not bo neglected. 
It Is as 


Important that Jt bo as thoroly clean- 
ed and storilixod as the can Itself. 
U Is not a good plan to put tho cover 
on tho can until the latter is quite 
dry. 
In tho interval tho can should 


be kept in a dry place where thoro Is 
no dust or contamination. 


On tho farm, cans, pai'is and other 


utensils may bo sterilized very oill- 
clently with an Inexpensive sterilizer 
which Is fully described In Farmer's 
Bulletin 7-18. 
This bulletin may be 


obtained upon application to tho de- 
partment.

INCURABLE DEFECT IN BRAIN 


Color-Blindness 
Cannot 
Be 
Over- 


Come, Though Word-Blindness 


May Be Alleviated. 


Two defects in regard to sight— 


word-blindness and color-blindness- 
are described by an English writer. 
He points out that they are not de- 
fects of the eyes at all, but are really 
mental defects, and, curiously enough, 
are found very often in clever.men, 
the discoverer of the defect—Dalton, 
the great 
scientist—being 
himself 


color-blind. 


Color-blindness 
occurs 
in 
about 


three to four per cent of males and in 
a smaller number of females. 
It Is 


frequently hereditary, but, strangely 
enough, though ths males suffer from 
the defect, the females carry it on. 


Color-blindness is a defect in the 


registering apparatus in the brain and 
is incurable. It'is of importance to 
recognize the defect early, and to turn 
the attention of the sufferer to work 
in which this defect will not be a han- 
dicap. 
Such children should learn 


early that there is no work for them 
on the railway. 


Word-blindness is a much more se- 


rious defect, and may be the cause of 
the difficulty some children find in 
learning to read. 
They see correctly. 


Tested with figures or pictures, they 
may pass the standard, but tlie let- 
ters of the alphabet, when strung to- 
gether to form words, convey no mean- 
ing to them. 
The effect is due to a 


want of association of the brain cen- 
ters. The defect is usually mistaken 
at first to indicate defective eyesight, 
but this is not so. It is noteworthy 
that these same children may show 
considerable ease in reading figures, 
even money sums. 
To teach these 


children to read, words must not he 
taken letter by letter, but as a whole, 
the word "cat" must be taken not as 
"c-a-t," equals cat, but tlie whole 
thing must be the sign for cat. 
The 


method is known as the "look and say" 
plan, and by its aid it is possible to 
teach tlie child to read.

children to read, words must not be 
taken letter by letter, but as a whole 
the word "cat" must be taken not as 
"e-a-t" equals cat, but the whole 
thing'must be the sign for cat. The 
method is known as the "look and say 
San, and by its aid it is possible to 
teach the child to read.

This self-criticism is true to the 


best traditions of the medical profes- 
sion. The principles of that profes- 
sion have always demanded of its- 
practitioners that they place the in- 
terests of their patients above theii 
own. 
In this they are comparable 


to sailors who are obligated by their 
own unwritten law never to leave 
the ship in times of danger, until 
every passenger's safety has been 
looked to flist. 


But as there have been sailors who 


have thought of personal 
".safety 


first" so are there some practition- 
ers of medicine whose first thoughts 
are of personal ease and easy money. 
The medical journal holds no brief 
for such. 
On the contrary it con- 


siders the welfare of the individual, 
the patient and the non-medical pub- 
lic, in the mass, to be above personal 
and class interests. 


According to official figures, 10(i 


mothers died in Wisconsin last year 
of blood poisoning as an incident of 
childbirth. Even this isn't the whole 
truth because not all of such deaths 
are recorded truthfully as to cause. 


Practically all of those deaths were 


preventable and yet they were not 
prevented. 
Why? 
Because in too 


many instances someone was careless 
or ignorant—or both careless and ig- 
norant. 
A large proportion of Wis 


consin mothers do not have an in- 
telligent physician or midwife in at- 
tendance. 
Altogether to many are 


dependent 
upon 
such 
service 
as 


neighbors, husbands and even child- 
ren may render. 


It would seem as if every expect- 


ant mother were entitled to the fol- 
lowing minimum of care and yet I 
am fissured by physicians that not a 
very large proportion receive even 
this little: 


1st. 
Examinations and reasonable 


assistance in safeguarding her own 
and her expected infant's life and 
health. 


2nd. 
Skillful, clean and prompt 


attendance during her confinement 
either at home or in an accessible 
hospital. 


3rd. 
Necessary after care to in- 


sure her restoration to a reasonable 
degree of health; and intelligent at- 
tention to the proper care and feed- 
ing of the new-born infant.

CARE OP MILK CANS 


Tlioroiijjli Washing and Sterilization 


a Necessity in tlie Production o 
I'lean Milk. 


In justice to the fanner, milk deal 


ar should give considerable attention 
to the question of washing the can 
befoic they are returned. If the can 
are allowed to go back unwashed tc 
the farmer, it is a very difficult task 
for him, with his limited facilities 
to clean them. 


In a, circular letter recently sen 


to milk dealers by the Dairy Division 
of the. department, it was pointed ou 
that bacterial counts made from can 
which had been washed and rin&ed 
in the ordinary manner showed tha 
there were from 300,000 to 38,000, 
UOO bacteria in each can, with an 
average of 4,000,000. If ten gallons 
of milk were put into one of these 
cans there would be added more than 
100 bacteria to each cubic centimetei 
of the milk. 
That is to .say, this is 


the least number that would be add 
fid. 
Whereas, it was pointed out 


with a little steaming these same 
cans could have been rendered prac- 
tically sterile. 


One el paler who recently installed 


a modern washing machine employee 
a bacteiiologist to test the result.-. 
It was found that less than 200,000 
uacteria were in a can, and among 
them were no undesirable types. Bac 
terial counts of cans treated' by ,' 
less efficient steaming device which 
this dealer had formerly employee 
tan as high as 20,000,000 bacteria 
to the can, including some undesir- 
able kinds. 


There are a number of differem 


types of cleaning machines on the 
market. The aim o£ all the efficient 
ones, however, is the thorough clean- 
ing with washing powder and water 
linsing, sterilization with steam, anc 
rapid diying. 
After this the can 


should he covered and kept fiom con- 
tamination. 


One o£ the simplest of the ma- 


chines is a jet device, by means of 
which sprays of co'id and hot water 
and .of steam are successively forced 
into the can. This type is also equip- 
ped sometimes with a drying attach- 
ment by means of which a draft of 
dry air is forced into the the can. 
Another type is the brush machine, 
in which cans arc brushed with 
washing powder and water and then 
rinsed. 
After washing they may be 


teamed by a spiay of steam. 
Some 


of the largest machines aro fitted 
with a powerful pump, the cans in an 
nverted posi tion being run thru the 
nachine and sprays of soap and wat- 
er liuse watei, hot water, and steam 
uccessively forced into them under 
considerable 
piessure. 
They 
are 


hen dried in the tame machine. 


The drying of the cans is an im- 


portant factor, for it not only leaves 
:hem in a much better condition, but 
t tends to prevent rust. 
The cover 


also must not be neglected. It is as 
mportant that it be as thoroly clean- 
ed and sterilized as the can itself, 
"t is not a good plan to put the cover 
on the can until the latter is quite 
Iry. In the interval the can should 
be kept in a dry place where there is 
no dust or contamination. 


On the farm, cans, pai'Js and other 


utensils may be sterilized very effi- 
ciently with an inexpensive sterilizer 
.vhich is fully described in Farmer's 
Bulletin 748. This bulletin may be 
obtained upon application to the de- 
jartment.
